■ tho'witn^ess, but to impress on her the 
importance of the evidence. She ad- 

•Chered to her statQni';nt, bnt other por- 
Bona eolloctetl from tlio Kiio ilaox ilo- 
clared thoiiiselri'S uiiablo to idoutifj 
tlio prisoner. Under thoso circum- 
stances, a majoiily of tho court acquit- 
ted her on this charge, but she was 
convicted of bearing arms in tha in-

Steam Uommimioation- 

It was not possible, in tho bnstj' article 
on Tuostlaj- morning, to do anytliiug liko 
justico to tho subject, and it is now pro- 
posed to recur to sonio of tho points 
merely toucliod on passant. "Wo ppromiao 
tllftt„thero is reason to hopo the public 
mm^'is being aroused to a sense of the 

himportanoe. of the subjeot, and that there 
is a prospect of aotion being taken. Any 
further remarks may, therefore, well bo 
directed to elucidating the modus oper- 
andi of the scheme, rather than enforcing 
a felt duty. And, first of all, let it be im- 
pressed upon those who may load off in 
preliminary stops that it is absolutely es- 
sential tho control should bo in tho hands 
of men iu whoso integrity 
and ability there shall bo tho 
fullest possible oonfidenco. With- 
out that there can be no reasonable hope 
of success. With it we should be in- 
clined to regard success as assured. There 
aro some five hundred thousand dolliirs ? 
now lying in tho Govorunient Savings 
Bank, drawing the nominal rnlo of iive 
per cent iutorost. There aro soniewhuro 
between a million and a half and two mil- 
lions of dollars lying in the two charter- 
ed Banks, upon which the interest accru- 
ing to the owners is no greater. It can- 
not, therefore, be argundthat there is any 
dearth of capital for tho ontorpi'isu;!in(l it 
Boeuis not unreasonable to assnino that 
wlieuover assured of tin; hont'.--tr aiid 
compctonoy of tho directorate iiml tlio ro- 
munerativeness of the enterprise. the capi- 
tal > will bo forthcoming. The former 
condition is in other bauds, and ia, as 
has already been said astae qua non of 
flUQcess. The latter may well bo le ft in 
tho care of our comniereiiil men ; but it 
appears to >is, as tho result of !v euri^ory 
glance, that the enterprise would bo in- 
disputably remunerative. Tho subsidy 
at present paid b^ the Canadian Govern- 
ment' would certainly go a long waj to- 
wards meeting tho running expenses, thus 
leiving a handsome and over increasing 
margin for dividends in freight and pas- 
sengers. It may bo said, it ^has already 
been said, that there would certainly bo 
opposition. Very probably, and very 

. good.- We expect those who invest their 
money in this scheme to have a double 
object: — direct profit in the form of pe- 
riodical dividends, as members of the Com- 
pany; and indirect or consequential ad- 
vantages as members of the community. 
Either of these objects ought to bo sulli- 
oient to enlist the requisite capital. Both 
Combined ought. But, let this be en- 
graven upon the public mind: NO 
EING" SHALL EI L'HER GRASP THE 
DOMINION SUBSIDY OK SEAL THE 
CONFIDENCE OF THOSE WITHOUT 
WHOM THE ENTEKPKISE MUST 
FALL STILL-BOKN. Everything must 
be honest, open, and abuvo-board. 

A Model Government. 



It would, ijorliaps, be too much to 
erpoct our Ministers to concern them- 
selves with anything bevoiul sulving- 
the interesting problem of how to ex- 
tract the maximum of pay for tlio min- 
imum of work and that other great 
problem of how to hold on to office for 
another year. But really ono mijht 
expect them to make some little show 
of earing tbair fat salaries by attending 
to matters of tho moHL urgent charac- 
ter. As the reader knows too well al- 
ready, they have been successful in tiding 
over dock and railway construction so 
that thej may be to the fore to serve 
as hobby-horses another year, and we 
shall no doubt bo daizled, when the 
Legifilaturo meets in March or April 
r.ext, witha grand "policy," as thcv 
call it, for building the dock and mak- 
ing railway matters all right. And 
why not? Do not the people like to 
be humbugged? Leaving these two 
great questions as toys in the hands of 
Ministers, there aro yet others which 
they could surely afford to disjjoHo of. 
There is certainly this to bo .-said in 
extenuation: The Premier, the facto- 
tum, has been away for 8i.\. month.s, 
living like a prince in London, drawing 
his salary for work ho does not c\t a 
make a pretense of ])orforniiMg, be- 
sides ton dollars a day for oxpoiisos 
and dear knows what amount for con- 
tingtincies. When tiio head is tlius 
acting it can hardly surprise any one 
to find the tail acting ditto. Then 
have wo an acting Promior dispensing 
physio and politic.'! through the citv, 
leaving the ■ivholt' caro and rc-ipoiisi- 
bility of his Department to a subor- 
nate, yet drawing his fat salary with 
admirable punctuality. And we have 
ye Minister of Finance doing iiotliing, 
for tho very excellent r(.';iis(iu that lie 
doesn't know how to do anything — ex- 
cept draw his salary regulaily oil the 
first day of every month. Last of uJl 
comes the Chief Commissioner, tho 
only working Minister, yet so working 
na to bo vorse than idle. Better far, 
tliero is excellent reason for belioving, 
if ho were to follow tho examj)io of his 
superiors and donotliing but draw his 
salary. Certain it is that his illiberal 
and extraordinary treatment of work- 
ing men and settlers, to say nothing 
of errors and misoxpcndituros in tlio 
public works, has cost tlio country 
many times his salary, big as it is. Jn 
view of such a condition of aflnii's if 
cannot be surprising that tho vital in- 
terest of the country are overlooked 
or wantonly sacrificed'. Indeed what 
is to bo oxpoctod from men who woidd 
make a i^arty toy of such cpiostioiis as 
thoso already mentioned — mon willing 
to keep back railway construction for 
a whole year, or po.ssibly longer, pure 
and Biinplo in orilor that their tenure 
of office may not bo snapped by tho 
breath of popular opinionV That thoy 
havodono and aro doing this, no hon- 
est, thinking man can doubt, Tho 
giiind M-uu coiumoiicod early in May, 
and it is not played out yat. ^

On Sunday, 
Novombor 21)th, Dr. Nicholson preached 
his farewell sormon in Trinity Church, 
and had a largo congregation. In fulfil- 
ment of a proniiso, bo wont to Philadel- 
phia, although his friends in Newark 
togged him to remain thoro and build up 
u ohurch. On Sunday morning and ovo- 
ning last, having boon engaged by tho 
Low Churchmen of that city. Bishop 
Cummins, the loader of tho reform move- 
ment, preached in A.isociation Hall. Tlio 
interest felt was so great that the building 
was iiacked long before the services com- 
moucod. At the conolusion of tho .sorvico 
in the morning, a number of tho congre- 
gation remained and olTcroil contributions 
for tho OHtahlialiineiit of a liefonnetl 
Episcopal Church.

Here, in the boasted civilization of tho 
ninoteontli century, wo findaimrcel of men 
and woMion who have tho consummato 
imjjudonce to arrogate to themselves tho 
rifjht of judging on matters which au- 
promely alTcct their happiness and well 
being, and rofuso lo li.-iten to one divine- 
ly appointed to decide for them ou all

Tlic London corre.-ipondont of tho 
Now Yorlc "Times" thus ;illudoa to 
tlio proceeding's of Dr. Jvcnealy, which 
have sineo rc-siillcd iu his being dis- 
))!irr('d. Tho corrosijoudent zaye; — 

"Very paltry find contemptible 
things somotinics occasion an amount 
of annoyanco nltogether out of pro- 
portion to their intrinsic importance. 
This is the case with tlio Tichborne 
agitation, which is now assuming a 
vory troublesome and embarraasing 
form. It was to bo expected of course 
that a great many jiooplo would con- 
tinue lo believe, in deUauce of tho ovi- 
dciu-e and tho verdict, tliat the clai- 
mant is not au impostor but the real 
yir liogor; and thoro is no reason why 
everybody should not enjoy the satis- 
faction of freely maintaining his opiiir 
ion on that question. If the claimant's 
friends bad confined themselves to de- 
monstrations of his Bujiposed inno- 
ccncfc, nobody would have objected. 
But thoy have gone beyond this, and 
here the difficulty begins. The "Eng- 
lishman," Dr. Kcnealy's paper, which 
has now boon going on for six months, 
comes out every week with the most foul 
nnd slanderous attacks on Clii<>f Justice 
Cockburn and the other t^vo Judges who 
took ])art in tlio trial, as woU as on all 
thoso who were inany wav conneotod wjtlj 
the prosecation. Dr. . Kepcply has also 
been going round tho couutry on a lec- 
turing tour and repeating Bimllar asper- 
sions. At these meetings ro.-i.ilutions are 
pas.sod denouncing tho unfairness of the 
trial and the conduct of tho Judges, and 
calling for a Parliamentary inquiry, with 
a view to their removal from tho Bench. 
The petitions asserted that the Chief Jus- 
tices' summing up was dishonest and cor- 
rupt; that ho palliated falsehood, oquivo- 
oation, adultery, and cnibe^zloment, to 
tho groat injury of tho public morals of 
the country; that ho coorood the jury, and 
otherwise showed bad faith; and that he 
and the other Judges corruptly combined 
to insult and intimidate the counsel for 
tho prisoner. Those accusations are 
worked out in a more violent and person- 
al manner in the speeches and in articles 
in the "Englishman." The Judges are 
likened to Scrogg.s .ind Jeffreys, and a 
portait of tho Chief Justice has beon pub- 
lished, with a memoir of Jeffreys attached 
to it, in which it is remarked that, bad as 
Jefl'reys was, bis villainy has since 
been surpassed. And thon follows a 
siring of charges of tho grossest kind, of 
which it is said Jeffreys was in- 
nocent, and tho application of which is 
left to tho reader. At a reoont meeting 
at Leicester, Dr. Konealy gleefully anti- 
cipated the day when tha Chief Justice 
would be taken from "Westminster Hall 
in the iirison van and lodged by tho aide 
of Tichborne, in Millbank. Thoso as- 
saults on tho Bench are mixed up with 
extravagant pictures of a vast Jesuit con- 
spiracy, in wnich Mr. Gladstone and Mr. 
Disraeli aro both engaged, and which has 
Dr. Konoaly'a destruction for itft object. 
It is allegeil that the attempt was made 
to poison him during the trial, aud that 
intrigues aro being carried on in order to 
kill him by dei)riving him of the moans 
of earning a living. All this sort of atufT 
is no duulil very foolish and contoiupti- 
ble in itself, and carries its qwu cunduiii- 
nation on the face of it. Most i)eoplo 
would bo glad to take no notice of it, in 
tho liopo that in time it would eeaso from 
n .tural e.xliauHlion. On the other hand, 
however, it is fidt that the Judges occuijy 
a diiroront position from ordinary men, 
and that it is noccHsary that respect for 
their functions should bo oarofully en- 
forced, Tho authorities nt Gray's Inn, 
to which Dr. Konealy belongs, hr.vn id- 
ready cxiielled liiin from tho liar, with an 
intimation tlu'.t thoy vrould lii(\ to con- 
sider the necessity of disbarring him if ho 
continued tho imblication of tho English- 
man. As the linijUshman has since be- 
come, if poHsiblo, more outrnge(.us in its 
language than before, Dr. Kenoaly has 
now been summoned to appear on the 
Lilth, to answer tho (diarge.i againi^t liiin, 
but ho pleads ill-health, and will proba- 
bly not attend. A oi'iininal information 
against hiui for liboi, at tho instance of 
tho Crown, has boon talked of; but this 
would bo just what tho Claimant and hia 
fi'ionds would liko, as it would giro them 
au opportunily of indirootly rcdponing 
tho question of his idnut ily ,uiid tlit. man- 
ner in which Iiis trial cotidiiou^d."

America has' one to evoiy eight hun- 
dred, and is uouo tho healthier for 
it. 

Sinco tho fall of M. Thiers, twonty- 
eight newspapers have bcou su[)2)rosH- 
ed in Franco, twenty have been sus- 
peQ^ed, andlUS have-^q^n, deprived of 
the right of sale in the fitreets. 

The fisheries on tho coast of Scot- 
land during the past Boason have 
yielded mora than eight hundred mil- 
lions of liorriiiga, affording an unusu- 
ally good harvest to tho people. 
The "Internayonal Gazette" is anew 
daily published at Berlin in the Eug- 
lish language. It serves principally 
tho interests of tho American and 
English colonies resident in that city. 

The French Academy of SciouceB 
will propose the international adoption 
of the meridiaa of Greenwich.

Tho oar 
is hung OQ electic springe, and the 
motion while travelling is said to bo 
almost imperceptible. 

In the Cafe Mullious, Paris, on tho 
19th of November, a gentleman play- 
ed a gamo of billiards with his nose. 
He bet that ho would not miss more 
than2Scpoiuts.iu a count of .290; but 
he ran 330 without a miss. 

The original charter of the East India 
Company hai had a narrow escape. This 
iuterostiug document was discovered tho 
other day at the India ofiice in a box of 
old papers aud "tallies" that had been 
ordered to be burned. 

It is stated as probable that ono of tho 
Paris tlioatros will adopt tho rule of clos- 
ing tho doors as soon aa the curtain rises 
and keeping them rigorously closed while 
the curtain is up, so that lato comers may 
not interfere with the comfort of all who 
are seated botimes. 

At a roccnt oxjilosion in Paris a prioat 
showed great heroism, going into the fire 
to help tho wounded persons out. Ha was 
budly burned, and when the surgoons 
wero attending to his hurts a reporter 
askod for his namo. Ho said: "Write 
only — a priest." 

M. Saeli, a rich land owner in Sicilv, 
was seized some timo ago by brigaflds, in 
tho neighbourhoqd ftf Paloimo. Tho 
baqdjts donianded 75, OQO francs for his 
ransom, and tho sum was carried to tho 
appointed upot by two peasants. Leona, 
the chief of tho baud of robbers, os soon 
as he^was in the possession of the money, 
ordered tho massacre of M. Saeli and the 
two laboring men. 

Tho London Times says c:?poriments 
havo lately beon made iu Sweden with a 
now explosivo oompound, which is stated 
to enibody all tho good and lune of tho 
bad qualitios of every previously known 
explosive, than whiob it ia also said to be 
mora powerful. This new dostructiTo 
agont oomos to ua undor the very express- 
ive namo of "vigorile," but tho nnturo of 
its composition is at present tcopt a pro- 
found secret by its inventor, who is, we 
understand, a Swede.

Tho ooneervali va feeling of 
funatioisra, however, has not boon able to 
withstand tho facilities and comforts of 
tho sea voyage through tho canal to Jed- 
hah, and tho "merchant also sends his 
goods that way. Damascus, tlioreforo, 
now stands comparativolr nej^dectod.
